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WORLD BANK BOOST FOR INDIAN OIL

THE WORLD BANK is to provide India 
with a $400m ican for petroleum 
production. the largest single loan made by 
the Bank so tar. hicomes in marked contrast 
to the $5m loan for Liberia's petroleum 
exploration efforts, and $25m for Egypt's 
gas exploration programme Moreover, 
India received almost 20 per cent of the 
$255m disbursed in the Bank's second 
quarter of fiscal 1981 (which began June 
1980). This most recent loan will help 
finance foreign exchange for developing the 
Bombay High oil and gas field, 1}60km from 
Bombay 

Some 64 development wells and 15 
production platforms, together with three 
processing platforms, will be undertaken in 
the $823m proyect. These facilities, as well 
as pipelines. shore services and telemetry, 
should enable Bombay High to achieve its 
production potential of 240,000 b/d by the 
muddle of 1982. 

India’s crude oi! production has risen 
steadily over the last two decades. In fiscal 


1¥o0-1961, output was a meagre 0.45m 
tonnes. By 1970-1971. this had risen to 
almost 7m. and 11.8m tonnes in 
1979-1980. By 1984-1985 this level is 
projected to double to more than 22m 
tonnes. Most of India’s increased 
troduction will come from Bombay High 
which produced 36 per cent of India’s 
production in 1979-1980 as compared to 
nothing at all in 1970. Although seismic 
surveys identified oil-bearing structures 
offshore Bombay in 1966, high 
development costs deterred exploration 
efforts prnor to the post-1973 jump in oil 
prices 

The timing of the World Bank's loan 
coincides with India’s growing imports 
crisis. Crude oi! imports have reached 
alarming propo tions — about two thirds of 


demand — amid gloomy prospects for 
increased production from India’s onshore 
oilfields. The countrys import bill — 
estimated at $13. 5bn in fiscal 1980-1981 — 
is rapidly eroding its foreign exchange 
reserves while the high trade deficit of $5bn 
led to the government's import curb in 
April. Crude oil and oil products account 
for about 36 per cent of the trade deficit 

Becaur: of their importance, they are 
classified as ‘maintenance imports’, and the 
government can do little to cut them down 
in the short term. By late 1983 however, the 
doubling of domestic production through 
Bombay High will help alleviate the chronic 
IMports Crisis. 

Although India's annual consumption is 
an insignificant one third of a barrel of 
crude per head, domestic demand for oil 
products has increased at an annual rate of 9 
per cent a year since independence in 1947. 
Further growth is assured. as large sectors 
of the 660m population are still outside the 
oil-consuming economy and do not yet use 
oil products such as kerosene for oi! lamps, 
butane gas for stoves, or petrol. 

The constantly rising population. 
migration to the cities, and further 
industrialisation will lead to yet larger oil 
consumption. The most heavily consumed 
product is hich-speed diesel, which is vital 
for the goods transport sector. 

All these pressures have led the 
government to invite back foreign 
exploration companics, not seen since 
1977, in a radical reversal of recent policy 
formulated after the disappointing results 
of the first three production-sharing 
contracts awarded in 1974 and 1975 to the 
US companies Natomas. Reading and 
Bates. and Asamera. Exploratory drilling 
by these companies in the Bay of Bengal 
and the Gulf of Kutch. in northwest India.

"HERALD' VLEW OF ZHAO 7IYANG'S SOUTH ASIA VISIT

Hand in South Asia") 


[Text] Pakistan Fo. gn Minister Agha Shahi has underscored the importance 
of the current visit to his country of Chinese Premier Zhao Ziyang by 
referring to Pakistan-China relations as "a militant friendship." He recalled 
that the late Chinese premier Zhou Enlai had spoken of Sino-Pak relations in 
this manner to highlight the dynamic character of the relations. 


Mr. Shahi explained that "militant friendship" was intended to promote "the 
cause of peace and stability in our region" as also to oppose "external 
aggression, hegemonism and expansionism." 


Equally significant for India is the visit of Mr. Zhao to Nepal on June 4. 
Nepal-China relations have always been of great security interest to India. 
China has been offering aid to Nepal and has built a road which puts 
Kathmandu at jeepable distance from Leh in Tibet. 


Pakistan too has been wooing Nepal. The foreign secretary of Pakistan, 
Mr. Riyaz Piracha, visited Kathmandu in April and it was announced by Radio 
Pakistan that this was "a part of the continuing consultations between the 
two countries.” 


Though Mr. Zheo has deferred his Dacca visit owing to disturbed conditions in 
Bangladesh, the Beijing-Dacca link, forged after the Pakistani recognition 
of Bangladesh, too has to be watched carefully especially as Bangladesh lies 
next to the disturbed eastern regions of India. 


Coupled with these visits is the forthcoming visit of U.S. Secretary of State, 
Alexander Haig to Beijing on June 15 and the anticipated visit of the Chinese 
prime minister to Washington which was hinted at by the former U.S. president, 
Mr Gerald Ford, who went to Beijing as a special emissary of President Reagan. 
Mr. Ford had important meetings with Foreign Minister Huang Hua of China in 

a “friendly atmosphere” focussing atcention or international and bilateral 
question of “mutual interest" directed against “Soviet aggression." This 
U.S.-China alliance which commenced with the Shenghai communique of 1972 with 
Pakistan building bridges between Washington and Beijing has been of concern 
to the Indian subcontinent. 











Mr. Muang te echeduled to vieit New Delhi on June 26. Prom New Delhi he wil! 
proceed to Colombo (July 1). Of late, Sri Lecka, an immediate neighbour of 
India, hae been Leported to be getting close to the United States. There are 
reporte that Sri Lanka has been stocking large supplies of petroleum, much 
more than ite national requirements, and this hae presumably been done to 
aseiet the U.S. armada moving into the Indian Ocean and the Gulf. On the 
other hand, Sri Lanka-China relations have, in the past, baken certain 
mililary overtones. QGhina has supplied some Shanghai clase gunboat to 

Sri Lanka and there has been talk of naval cooperation between the two 
cowmtrics, 


Of all these international connections, o the borders of India the Pakistan- 
China Link is of greatest concern to the security of India particularly because 
of ite past background and ite present operation in th context of the 
developing tensions in Alghanistan, in Weet Asia, in the Gulf region and the 
Indian Ocean. The fact that Chinese and American interests coincide in these 
regione and are directed against the Soviet Union is of particular relevance. 


Since the meeting of the Fifth National People's Congress in March 1978, China 
has eet forth a programme of economic and military modernisation to meet the 
challenge of the Soviet Union. A quadruple entente of Western Europe, Japan, 
China and the United States has been thought of to combat the Soviet Union 

in a global strategy. 


in all this, Pakistan has been a willing handmaid. Pakistan's predilections 
about India make the set-up sombre. The arming of Pakistan by the United 
States and China brings danger close to the borders of India. It is hoped 
that India-China relations as also India-Pakistan relations wil) improve and, 
therefore, the Pakistan-China axis will not pose that much of a threat to 
India as it has done so far. 


It is a remarkable fact--seen more pointedly in retrospect=-that just one 
year after the much acclaimed India-China Panchsheel treaty and the 
U.S.-Pakistan military pact were signed, Zhou Enlai sought out Pakistan at 
the Bandung Conference (1955). He held talke with Mr. Mohammed Ali Bogra 
the then prime minister of Pakistan, and told the political committee of 
the Afro-Asian conference: "...Although Pakistan was a party to a military 
treaty, Pakistan was not against China.... We achieved a mutual understanding.” 


A number of Chinese and Pakistani delegations visited Karachi and Beijing 
between 1955 and 1956. China was keeping its options open for its maneoveures 
in the Indian subcontinent. Pakistan saw its opportunity and grasped it. 


As India-China relations ceteriorated in 1959, President Ayub Khen making 
overtures to China, announced on October 23, 1959, that Pakistan would propose 
border talks with China. (Pakistan has no border with China except through 
Pakistan-occupied Kashmir which lies next to the Sinkiang Province of China.) 
But it was in 1962 when India-China relations had touched their nadir that 
China responded to the Pakistani moves on May 3--just six months before China 
attacked India. The China-Pakistan border agreement was signed in March 1963. 











Two years late: when Pakistan attacked India, China stood by Pakistan and 
intimidated ladia with two ultimate, No wonder, the Pakistan horizon recorded 
(second quarter 1969): “Pakistan needs China as a counterpoise to India, a 
counterpoiee that ine United States or the Soviet Union will not supply. There 
ie thus a powerful community of interests between Pakistan and China. 


Pakistan started receiving military aid from China especially as U.8.-Pakistan 
relations slumped after 1962 when the United States and the United Kingdom 
offered aid to India in the wake of the Chinese aggression and Pakistan resented 
thie, China equipped three Pakistani army divisions with conventional weapons. 
it provided ack-ack guns, more than 600 T-59 tanks and Mig-19 planes, and a 
aumber of fast gunboats. Chinese assistance was aleo given to develop defence 
production capabilities in Pakistan. 


The Karakoram highway linking Xinjiang Province with Gilgit in Pakistan-occupied 
Kashmir--running menacingly over the head of India--was built by China partly 
by Pakistan with Chinese assistance) in 1967-68. Thereafter, the road wae 
expanded, improvec and linked with other roads and bridges providing a network 
of strategic communication systems for Pakistan and China in the Himalayas. 
Chinese military instructors have been imparting Lraining to Pakistani soldiers 
particularly in guerrilla warfare. Some Naga and Mizo hostiles too were trained 
in the erstwhile East Pakistan with Chinese assistance. 


with the entry of Soviet troops in Afghanistan which the Chinese considered a 
“grave threat to peace and security in Asia” as also a threat to China's 
security.” China has edged closer to the United States and Pakistan. The 
then U.S. defence secretary, Mr. Harold Brown, dashed to Beijing in 

January 1980 and the United States and China agreed "to make respective 
responses" to the Soviet moves in Afghanistan and the adjacent areas and 

to “continue consultations in the future.” Foreign Minister Huang Hua, went 
to Islamabad a few days after the visit of Mr Brown to Beijing. Mr Huang 
toured the Pakietan-Afghanistan border visiting the Afghan refugee camps. 

He offered to give "full military and economic support" to Pakistan to meet 
the situation and told the Afghan refugees that he hoped that their struggle 
would “ultimately succeed." There are reports that some Chinese arms have 
gotten to the Afghan rebels through Pakistan. Some Chinese instructors on 
guerrilla warfare have also been in contact with the Afghan rebel groups. 


President Ziaul Haq of Pakistan paid his second visit to China in May 1980. 
Chinese military delegations started making regular visits to Pakistan. 

Four such delegations went to Pakistan in the latter part of 1980 and another 
Chinese military delegation spent eleven days in Pakistan from March 30 1961. 
Foreign Minister Agha Shahi, made an unscheduled visit to Beijing soon after 
the visit of President Brezhnev to India. Obviously, Pakistan and China were 
exchanging notes on Indo-Soviet relations. General Ziaul Haq has spoken 
emotionally of Pakistan-China relations calling them "as old as the life of 
Pakistan.” He said: "Both our countries have shed blood to cement this 
relationship between us." But, he did not say where and how. 
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GOVERNMENT TO INVESTIGATE SIKKIM CHOGYAL~-U.S. CONSUL MEETING

[Text] The Delhi administration has expressed grave concern over the recent 
meeting between the former Chogyal of Sikkim and Parkins, the American 
consul general, in Calcutta. A detailed investigation of the meeting is now 
being conducted in Calcutta and Gangtok. Parkins also visited Gangtok a few 
weeks ago. 


The Chogyal came to Calcutta primarily to participate in a Buddhist religious 
festival. He met Parkins at a friend's place where both were invited for a 
dinner. It was also revealed that an important woman employee of the American 
Embassy was present at that dinner. 


Neither the United States nor China ever liked Sikkim's integration with India. 
Deng Xiaoping, China's present number one leader, said at a recent interview: 
‘Je can never extend our consent to Sikkim's integration with India. 


The last wife of the Ghogyal is an American. She is, however, not with him now. 
Personaliy, the Chogyal never wholeheartedly accepted Sikkim's integration with 
india either. 


When an inquiry was made at the local American consulate about Parkins’ meet ing 
with Chogyal in Calcutta, they said: Parkins did not know that the Chogyal was 
to be at that dinner. A foreign correspondent and an Indian administrative 
service officer were also present there. Parkins did not have separate talks 
with the Chogyal. Moreover, the American consulate in Calcutta does not believe 
that the Chogyal has any political importance now. Parkins also made no effort 
to meet the Chogyal when he visited Gangtok. 


Considerable heat has developed in connection with the American consul general's 
recent trip to North Bengal and Sikkim. Although it is a fact that Parkins did 
hot try to meet the Chogyal at Gangtok, the report says he did have exclusive 
talks with some important former officers of the Chogyal Council. 


A strict vigilance was maintained on Parkins’ trip to North Bengal and Sikkin. 
It was so strict that even Parkins obviously could also feel it. He informed 
the American Embassy in Delhi that he was watched very closely throughout. The 
American Embassy has registered an unofficial protest with the Indian External 
Affairs Ministry in Delhi in this regard. 
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PAPER WRITES ON RELATIONS WITH BANGLADESH

{Text} Im ite editorial entitled "India and Bangladesh" the HINDUSTAN TIMES 
writes: Obviously there have been and there will continue to be anti-Indian 
elements in Bangladesh which will not be reconciled to the loss of Pakistan's 
euzerainty over its erstwhile easter half. There are also Muslim funda- 
mentaliste who are not willing to accept the hand of friendship extended to 
them by “Hindu” India. A frantically pro-Maoist fringe strives ceaselessly 
to spread false stories of “Indian imperialism.” No national leader in 
Bangladesh can afford to ignore their sentiments totally--lest they should 
be accused of making their country an Indian satellite. The paper goes on 
to narrate the feelings of goodwill that India has been nursing for its 
10-year-old neighbour for whom it "could not but feel responsible for the 
new infant over whose birth it had acted as the midwife." About 200 out of 
hundreds of railway wagons which rolled across the border carrying returning 
refugees and thousands of tons of badly needed supplies never returned to 
India and “their eastern railways logos to ‘ER’ were magically transformed 
into BR’ Bangladesh Railways." New Delhi, the paper says, preferred not to 
make an issue of it, writing it off as part of the rupees 100 million 
assistance it gave Bangladesh. 


The paper goes on to say that the reason for the continuance of anti India 
feelings simmering below the surface is partly psychological in that 
Bangladesh, being unhappily aware of its own limitations, is resentful of 
having to remain in the shadow of a neighbouring subcontinental superpower. 
Irrespective of who holds the reins of Dacca, Bangladesh for the foreseeable 
future will continue to grope towards an international identity. Until the 
nation finds ite feet materially and psychologically, India will have to treat 
it with special consideration.

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‘HERALD’ VIEWS PAKISTAN'S ‘FRONTLINE’ STATUS

[Text] There can now be no doubt that Pakistan has been given a key role in 
the new plans mapped by U.S. etrategiete for the defence of what they call 
the "global interests” of the USA. The five-year 2.5-billion-dollar aid 
package was a big enough pointer. Now comes the “one-time exemption" granted 
by the Senate Foreign Relations Committee to Pakistan from the operation of 
the Foreign Economic Assistance Act. Under the act, aid is prohibited to 
countries which are developing uranium enrichment technology. This gives 
Pakistan the dubious distinction of being the only country in the world 
which can develop such technology without forfeiting U.S. largesse. This 
distinction is more marked because there [are) countries which are committ ing 
no such sin and are yet the victims of suspicion. The case of the Tarapur 
power plant is that it was assured of US nuclear fuel under a contract which 
is still to run for two decades, yet it is being denied the vital fuel on 
mere suspicion. 


Another indication of the favour reserved for Pakistan is the slogan that it 
has suddenly become a “frontline” state. The impression being created is that 
a war is on, or is imminent, between good and evil, and that Pakistan is 
spearheading the good side. It will only be human if many Pakistanis feel 
flattered for being at the centre of the stage. It is another matter that 
there are many nations which at one time or the other felt similarly flattered 
for being at the centre of the stage but were later jettesoned without ceremony. 
Vietnam is one of the most recent examples. The Kuomintang regime of China 
was an earlier one. Indeed, Pakistan iteelf was dressed up for the part, 
complete with tanks and guns, when Field Marshal Ayub Khan was in power. The 
stage show ended and poor Pakistan wae relegated back to its plebian role when 
the power against whom the “frontline” was created that is China, became an 
American friend. Many in the world have learned of the emptiness of the stage 
status which certain super powers try to give them in pursuit of national 
interests. Pakistan's present rulers, alas, seem not to be among then.

Yet this threat from Pakistan is not only or mainly, nuclear. We have also 
to meet the threat of sophisticated conventional weapons which are likely 

to be supplied to that country by the U.S.A. These would include F-16 tanks 
and various air delivered weapons system. 


Already Pakistan has acquired current antitank missiles (TOW), surface-to-air 
missiles (Crotale) and @ulti-role combat aircraft (Mirage Ille and Ve). It 
was in the light of these acquisitions that India started on a modernisation 
programme. Now, with the likely supplies to Pakistan from the U.S.A. the 
imperative for modernisation has become all the more urgent. 


The Defence Ministry report for 1980-81 says the value of production of 
ordinance factories was Re. 443 crore in 1979-80 and the sales of the public 
sector undertakings (not 411 of them for defence) were Re. 4344.87 crore. 
Approximately around 25 per cent of the defence expenditure constitutes the 
defence industrial production of the country on this basis. The output for 
1981-82 should exceed Rs. 1,000 crore and by the middle of the decade should 
at least be around Rs. 1,600 crore at today's prices even if no additional 
major line of production is adopted. 


The report mentions the induction of more modern aircraft to replace the 
Maruts and Sukhois which are being phased out. This is obviously a reference 
to Mig-23 aircraft. Since more than seven of these squadrons--and ultimately 
a total of 17 fighter bomber squadrons--are to be replaced, Mig-23s will need 
to be produced in the country. It will be a major technological jump in 
aircraft production since Mig-23 is a variable geometry aircraft. Besides this 
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report mentions testing of a pieton-engined trainer prototype, HPT-32 and 
development work on Kiran MK II and aject trainer. The report aleo mentions 
the implementation of the Jaguar project. 


Recently a report mentioned that Pakistan planned to expand ite air force 
from the present 22 equadrone to 45 over the next five years. Thies will be 

a major challenge to the Indian aircraft industry and may necessitate a 
further expansion of the Indian Air Force and a fresh look at ite composition. 
The report also discloses that the Soviet AN-32 aircraft has been chosen to 
replace the present medium transport aircraft, and they are to be produced 

by Hindustan Aeronautics. 


in naval construction the fifth Leander frigate, Ins Taragiri, constructed 
at Mazagon dock entered service in 1980, and the sixth ie being fitted out. 
A squadron of seaward defence boats (SDB), constructed at Garden Shipping 
and Engineering Works (GRSE) was aleo commissioned. Besides these, the GRSE 
aleo delivered a survey vessel, Ins Sandhyak. 


The Marvagon dock has started construction of a new series of frigates--the 
Godavaci class--which are an improvement on the Leander class and have more 
firepower. The GRSE and the QA shipyards have a regular programme of 
construction of other naval vessele such as landing craft utility (LCU), 
torpedo recovery vessels and ocean going tugs. The SDB construction is also 
4 continuous programe. Orders for a new cadets training ship and a large 
landing ship tank have also been placed on Mazagon dock. 


A new major project to be undertaken by GRSE is the Corvettee construction. 
Negotiations are under way with HDW of West Germany for technical collabora- 
tion to construct in SSK (submarine to submarine killer) submarine programme. 
An ambitious programme mentioned is the indigenous construction of a sea 
control ship with foreign technical collaboration. 





A modernisation programme to enhance the mechanical power, fighting potential 
and kill probability of the Vijayanta tank is in progress and in addition 

an indigenous main battle tank with a 120 mm gun is under development. There 
is a reference to induction of artillery to fire heavier and mre lethal 
shells at longer ranges. This is obviously a reference to a medium gun with 
calibre higher than 130 mm at present deployed in the army. 


Plans are afoot for the development of surface-to-surface rockets and missiles. 
Production of a futuristic air defence artillery weapon system is also to be 
undertaken indigenously after development. There is aleo specific mention 

of the need to introduce second generation antitank missile systems and to 
manufacture missiles based on latest technology within the country. 


Notable achievements in the field of electronics by the Bharat Electronics 
are the successful evaluation of advanced mobile radar and euccessful comple- 
tion of user trial of the IFF (identification friend or foe). Both these 
are vital component systems of the integrated air defence ground environment 
system (LADGES) programme.

The annual report also discloses prospects for expansion of capacities or 
setting up of rew capacities in respect of propellants, pyrotechnic stores, 
Liquid fuels for missiles, explosives and various types of gun barrels. Though 
the report mentions the induction of a number of new weapons by the air force 
to modernise ite inventory and enhance ite strike capability there is no 
mention of the production of these items in the country.

[Text] New Delhi, May 28--With the programme for the development of the main 
battle tank running behind schedule, the government has begun a search for 
buying a new tank to strengthen the country's armoured divisions. 


Information available suggests that this search could lead to India buying a 
new generation tank the Soviet Union recently developed--said to be T-80. 


For several years India has been using along with the indigenous Vijayanta such 
Soviet tanks as T-54 and T-55, first produced nearly three decades ago. Last 
year India stvuck a deal with Moscow for acquiring T-72 tanks. 


The T-72 tanks, which have 125-mm guns and 50-km-an-hour speed, were produced 
in the Soviet Union first in 1977. Since then more research and development 
have taken place about tanks in the Soviet Union and in the West. 


The T-80 generation of Soviet tanks is said to be more sophisticated and powerful 
than the T-72 tanks India has been lately getting from the Soviet Union. 


it is not known how many T-80 tanks have come out of the Soviet assembly line and 
how many it can spare for India, but well-placed sources point out that Moscow 
may not be unwilling to sell the new generation tanks to India. 


The prototype of the main battle tank India is developing should ordinarily 
have been ready by 1983 and the tank in operation by 1985. There is, however, 
the likelihood of delay of a year or two, although sources maintain that no 
serious problems have cropped up. 


The main battle tank will have a 1,500-horsepower engine against the 700-horse- 
power engine the Vijayanta has. 


While Vijayanta will be kept in service for several years, the main battle tank 
is being developed for operational use for at least 20 years. 











The proposal to buy the new generation tanks from the Soviet Union may be 
considered to meet the country's need till the main battle tank comes out of 
the assembly line and becomes operational, 


Information available also suggests that the government is thinking of buying 
Mig-25 aircraft from the Soviet Union. The aircraft, to be bought in small 
uumbers, are likely to be used for reconnaissance purposes. The proposal 
does not involve the manufacture of Mig-25e8 in India, 


India may also buy more Mig-23e from the Soviet Union and the technology to 
manufacture the aircraft,

He is 
scheduled to meet the prime minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, later. 


Taking a serious view of the law and order situation in the state, Mr Zail Singh 
told Mr Jamir that the centre was looking into the matter and would take 
effective steps. "They have obstructed work,” Mr Jamir said, and added that 
the state government had done nothing to arrest those involved in the daylight 
murder of the Congress-I MLA [member of of legislative assembly], Mr. Nuklo 
Konyak. 


He alleged that three of the ministers were abetting and aiding the insurgents 
in their activities. Demanding their arrest, Mr. Jamir said that such cases 
involved "collective responsibility" and wis ground enough for dismissal of 
the ministry. 


Describing in detail the law and order situation in the state, Mr. Jamir said 
that human life was very insecure even in the towns. 


The situation was much worse in the border areas. 


Explaining that the extortion of money had become a way of life in the state, 
Mr Jamir cited the example of the recent kidnapping of two Marwa1‘ businessmen 
for ransom. They were held in the jungle for a day and let off after a ransom 
of four lakh rupees was paid. 


Expressing distress at the sharp increase in the underground activities--parti- 
cularly in Mon and Twensang districts--Mr. Jamir said that they were training 
youth in the use of Chinese arms. The state government had been supplied 

with photographic evidence of the fact, but nothing had been done, he added.

FRONT GROUP PROMOTES NAXALITE CULTURE IN KERALA

[Text] Trivandrum, May 17 (UNI)--While Kerala's small band of Naxalites remain 
scattered in different groups, a front organisation has contributed much to 
the promotion of a Naxalite culture in the state, 


The organisation is the Janakeeya Samskarika Vedi (People's Cultural Forum), 
the most prominent Naxalite outfit functioning in the open, Other active 
front organisations are a student body called the Revolutionary Students 
Organisation and a women's wing. 


While instances of Naxalite violence are few and far between, Samskarika Vedi 
workers, in their self-appointed role as heralders of an Indian cultural 
revolution have reached out to all watks of life, their activities extending 
from factories to farms, from government offices to colleges and from urban 
slums to remote tribal settlements. 


Their favourite activities are staging of street~-corner plays and demonstra- 
tions against the injustices perpetrated by the “ruling classes." They have 
taken up campaigns against gambling, bribery and cabaret dances. 


In actions which received much attention, Samsakarika Vedi workers recently 
held a "people's court trial" of a doctor of the Calicut Medical College 
Hospital, (who was accused of extorting money from patients) and snatched 

food stocks from traders in Trichur District. Demonstrations against gambling 
at an exhibition at Cannanore resulted in the death of a Vedi activist. 


The choice of campaign issues suggests a conscious effort to take up causes 
which evoke instant public sympathy even if active public support may be 
slow in coming. 


According to the Vedi's critics, the Marxist-led left democratic front 
government's decision to meet the Naxalites politically rather than attempt 
to suppress them by using the police and helped them to grow in strength. 
Vedi workers deny this. They allege police harassment is continuing. 
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However, investigations show that police interventions have been generally 
limited to tnetances leading to reaches of the peace, Most complaints against 
the police actually relate to denial of permission to use loudspeakers, put 
up a street play or exhibit a film (Chinese, of course). 


Such obstructions notwithstanding, the Vedi has held hundreds of performances 
of street plays which invariably end with a scene depicting beheading of the 
"class enemy." In fact, according to Vedi workers' own estimates 
"Nattugadduka," a drama by tribals in Wynad has been enacted at 700 places 
in the state. There have also been several other playe written and produced 
locally at different places, reflecting local problems of exploitation 

and class struggle.

In an interview published in a Calcutta weekly, he said he did not think 
that the Nehrus were somehow a "chosen family" but as a Nehru "you get a 
headstart."" The people felt that three generations of Nehrus had sacrificed 
for the country and so the goodwill was there. But that could not carry one 
more than just the first step, he said, 


Rajiv declined to express views of any ideological nature outside the party 
forum, but was emphatic that the public sector must perform. He said, “There 
can be no question of subsidising the public sector. Our taxes should be 
used for other things. There is no reason why they (public sector) should not 
perform," 


Similarly Mr Gandhi feels government officials have to be accountable. He 
replied in the negative when asked whether he could allow the kind of 
"mismanagement" that went on during the Biharsharif riots but added "there 
is no way you can substantially punish anyone who bungles." 


In this context Rajiv referred to the Makalu sabotage case and was critical 
of Makalu having been allowed to fly to Singapore before cne CBI team had 
reached Bombay. If there was a robbery or murder in your house you keep the 
evidence. You don't send it to Singapore and then call the police." Somebody 
had to be accountable out there. 


Asked whether there was no solution to the problem of "irresponsible bureaucrats," 
he said by anything they (bureaucrats) get a court order. You cannot sack anybody. 


Asked what remedy he would suggest, Mr Gandhi said "I don't know yet something 
has to be done somewhere. There must be accountability." 


Mr Gandhi also said he did not think he indulged in any backroom politics in 
Delhi before joining politics officially. He further said he did not have 
anything to do with the sacking of Mr V. C. Sukla from the cabinet. Mr Sukla 
went because of Madhya Pradesh politics, of which he knows nothing.

Among the remaining four, two belonged to Malaysia and the other two to 
Singapore. As they were from the commonwealth countries, their expulsion 
required central approval. The West Bengal Home Department (political) sent 
a telex to the External Affaire Ministry seeking permission, but no reply was 
received from Delhi until Thureday [28 May) evening, and therefore these four 
persons were kept under strict vigilance. 


Out of the 17 foreign nationals, 5 were Americans and 1 was Israeli. They 
recently came to Calcutta to attend a religious conference from various 
countries, including France, Italy and Australia. The center had already 
alerted the state government in this regard. 





A spokesman of the state government said that those foreign nationals expelled 
from the country had connection with intelligence organizations of various 
countries. Therefore, the Government of India considered these people as a 
danger to the security of the nation. 


The Government of India is concerned at the increased influx of suspicious 
looking foreign nationals into Calcutta since Bangladesh raised noise over 
“Purbasha" Island. Therefore, the government has asked all border checkposts, 
including the Dum Dum Airport [at Calcutta] to send back any suspicious 
foreign nationals coming to India by plane or other means of transportation 
upon which they have traveled. 


A confidential list of unwanted foreign nationale has also been sent to the 
border checkposte and Dum Dum security forces.

At the ceremony 26 of the 
35 high-ranking officers were in attendance, including Admiral R § Soebiyakto and 
Commodore Roedy Poerwana. 


Anewering a question from KOMPAS, Lt Gen (Wartime) Ali Sadikin expressed the view 
that their period of faithful service as soldiers in the armed forces on behalf of 
their country and nation was over. However, as fighters for independence, he felt 
that it wae not over, 


Ali Sadikin who, together with 44 other high-ranking officers, was retired at this 
ceremony, said that many of the objectives of independence have not yet been 
achieved. Indeed, the objectives and purposes of the New Order have also, in many 
respects, not yet been achieved. "For that reason, as fighters, we will continue to 
gO straight ahead in the interests of our nation, our country, and our society,” 

said Ali, former governor of Jakarta. Regarding the matter of “returning to ordinary 
society” because one's period of service as a high-ranking officer is over, Ali 
Sadikin said, “I am a member of society. Since I entered the armed forces and even 
oe a member of the armed forces, I have been a member of society." 


"I Must Be Thankful" 


Regarding hie period of service, Ali Sadikin said that he had served in the Navy 
since 1945. In 1963 he was asked to become a coordinating minister in the cabinet. 
"I was assigned to civilian duties from 1963 to 1977, or 14 years in all. My 
service in the Navy last 18 years, so they were in balance,” he said. 





"I must be thankful that I had a good career. In the Navy I achieved a top position 
asa Marine Corps officer, as I was once deputy minister of the Navy (1959-1963). 
That position was a top position for a marine, because only a sailor can be chief 

of staff of the Navy," he continued. “In my period of civilian service I was given 
the opportunity by God to render faithful service, even reaching the position of 
coordinating minister. So I must be thankful to God for this opportunity. As a 
career military officer, I felt I was fulfilled in the Navy,” he said. 


Ali Sadikin said he had joined in developing the Marine Corps. “I also participated 
in the development of the Navy, in the framework of the struggle to regain Irian 
Jaya. At the time I was deputy minister of the Navy for administration. I helped 

to prepare the personnel, logistics, and materiel for the ships. Admiral Yos (he 
was referring to Admiral Yos Soedarso--KOMPAS editor), as deputy minister for opera- 
tions, was the one who used the ships. And the fact was that he forced the Dutch to 
turn over Irian Jaya. This involved the orchestration of politics and military force 
by President Soekarno at the time," Ali said. 


Commenting on the exchange of duties ceremony, which had been carried out by the 
Navy for the first time, Ali Sadikin said that it had been rather good. He said, 
"We must know those to whom we turn over our duties, because the junior officers 
later on will continue the building and development of the armed forces and 
especially the Navy." 


Ne said that his best memories during his period of service in the armed forces vere 
from the pertod of the independence struggle from 1945 to 1949. The struggle was 
truly filled with ideals, filled with hope, filled with dreams and optimisn.

SUKADLAH PRINGGOHARDJOSO--The Government of the Kingdom of Denmark has given its 
agreement to the appointment of Sukadiah Pringgohardjoso as Indonesian ambassador 
to that country. This was stated by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs today [9 April}. 
[9 April]. Sukadiah Pringgohardjoso will replace R M Sudarmo Martoagoro, who 

has completed his tour of duty in Denmark. Before his appointment as Indonesian 
ambassador to Denmark Sukadiah Pringgohardjoso, 54 years old, was director of 
social and cultural relations in the Directorate General of Economic, Social, and 
Cultural Relations in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, from 1979 to the present. 
From 1956 to 1959 he was chief of a sub-section in the Directorate of Asian and 
Pacific Affairs. From 1959 to 1962 he was second secretary of the Indonesian 
Embassy in London. From 1965 to 1968 he was chief of the Passport Section in the 
Bureau of Consular Affairs, and from 1968 to 1971 he was first secretary and then 
counselor, the second-ranking officer, in the Indonesian Embassy in Mexico. From 
1971 to 1974 he was secretary of the Directorate of American Affairs in the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs. In 1974 he was assigned to reopen the Indonesian Embassy 
in Copenhagen and was also posted to Norway. He was later assigned as the second- 
ranking officer in the Indonesian Embassy in Copenhagen with the title of minister 
counselor.

MAJ GEN EDDY SABARA--Minister of Internal Affaire Amir Machmud on Wednesday 

[8 April] inetalled Maj Gen Eddy Sabara in office as acting governor of the Special 
Area of Aceh, at a plenary session of the Provincial Council in Banda Aceh. After 
the ceremony the minister also installed Dr Muhammad Syah Asjek as deputy governor. 
The appointment of the acting governor filled the vacancy left by Prof A Ibrahia, 
who died last 15 March. Eddy Sabara, according to the minister of internal affairs, 
has a special task, that is, to carry out the election of the definitive governor 
of Aceh. Meanwhile, Eddy Sabara will continue to carry on his duties as inspector 
general of the Ministry of Internal Affairs. The inspector general is known as a 
“specialist as acting governor.” After completing two terms as governor of South- 
east Sulawesi and two terms as acting governor of Southeast Sulawesi, he served as 
acting governor of Jambi and Central Sulawesi. With his installation in office as 
acting governor of Aceh, this means that he has served as acting governor on five 
occasions. His task has been the same, that of preparing a list of candidate govern- 
ors of the area involved. The last area which he prepared for elections was Central 
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Sulawesi. He was acting governor there for three months before turning over the 

poset to the definitive governor, Dr H Galib Lasahido, on 19 February 1981. Ansewer- 
ing a question, the minister of internal affaires said that it was hoped that the 
preparation of a list of candidates for governor would be completed as quickly as 
possible. He recalled that substantial funde were allocated to Aceh for fiscal 

year 19861-1982, amounting to Rp 97 billion, whereas the provincial budget only 
amounted to Rp 12 billion.

Cambodian villages. 


Annual lelamic gatherings used to be held with the participation of the rulers, 
Imame, and echolare under the chairmanship of the leaders to solve all social 
probleme. 


The religious schoole were being built up with the help of Moslem donations. 


The Arabic language was officially recognized by the government as a means of 
religious teachinge. The committed Moslems enjoyed the privilege of having 
direct access to Qoranic contents. 


Almost 50 Moslems used to go on a Haj piigrimage to Mecca, Saudi Arabia, every 
year. 


But in the year 1970, the domestic and foreign affairs of Cambodia were shaken 
and challenged with brutish transformations. 


The advance and invasion of the Reds and their allies dealt blows to the society 
with a lightning speed. 


It sowed the seed of alarm and anxiety within the Moslem ranks who were already 
avare of the Reds enmity with Islan. 


It should be noted that the participation of Moslems in the political life of 
the Cambodian Republic had no other aspect to it except an aim to defend the 
freedom of their rights to perform religious duties. 


In the year 1970, two societies were founded to represent the Moslems: The 
Cambodian Islamic Society and The Cambodian Islamic Youths Society. 


These two societies were strangely and to a very great extent shared the task 
of shaping up and organizing the Moslems. 


Shortly, hundreds of thousands of Moslems who could not tolerate any longer the 
mishandling and torture of the Red Tyrants, fled from their villages and sought 
refuge in the regions near Phnom Penh. 


These unfortunate refugees used to live in those regions in a circumstances of 
acute poverty and deprivation. 


The subdivision of the Islamic Society, which was responsible for social affairs 
and refugees, lived up to its duties as far as it could with the cooperation of 
the human rights organization on domestic and international levels. 














The Red Marxiate, intending to wipe out Ielam and ite massive followers, restored 
a rule of terror and assassinations in the regions which were under their domina~ 
tion and supervision, 


This wild torturing spree speedily ignited uprisings in the “liberated” lands. 


Despite considerable number of casualties, the Moslema--whose lives were 
threatened by total destruction--relentlesaly continued their resistance. 


And their etruggle took the shape of a real aspect of the Holy War. The Moslems, 
though equipped only with knives and weapons carved out of wood, resist the enemy 
who is equipped with the most modern war weapons. 


The uprisings continued. In May 1972, the Reds were positive that they will 
never succeed to convince the villagers to give up their religion and to join 
the Reds ideology. 





The Reds proceeded to arrest the rulers, Imams and many religious scholars. Af- 
ter a short delay, they were executed without any trial. Performance of religious 
rituals, duties and Islamic studies ure immediately banned. 


The villagers subsequently made known their reactions and demand grant of reli- 
gious freedom and raise their objections to the executions of their leaders. 


The authorities responsible for these agitations are arrested and sent to the 
top Reds leader. But the arrested authorities then disappear from the scene. 
And nobody sees them anymore. 


In the Red Marxists Force, nobody returns alive after they are “presented” to 
this organization. 


The Reds close down the mosques and burn the sacred religious books. Most of 
the renowned religious personalities disappear in succession. 


Around 92:00 hours of 14th May 1972 the Moslems attack the Reds in the village 
of Kainpung Terrace and kill more than 50 of the Marxists. 


The next day, a few hundred fully-armed Reds launch their open massacre spree of 
all villagers and leave a blood trail behind them with more than 3,000 Moslems 
martyrs.

After the Reds incited the bloody brawl and massacred over 3,000 Moslems in 
Cambodian villages, only few persons managed to flee. One escapee included 


Imam Abdul Taleb, aged 42, and two of his associates. They sought refuge in 
Kampung Sham. 
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Based on 4 spared number of eye-witnesses, the Red Marxiete mercilessly execute 
all those who had anything to do with religion. The emecutees include religious 
scholars, rulers, Imame, and teachers. 


The Rede have, furthermore, imposed a ban on any sort of religious activity and 
study. They demolish all the Moslems mosques, or traneform it into grain or 
pork storage houses. 


imam Abdullah Rahman, 47, who hae a firm hold on his Moslem followers, tried to 
organize the Moslem's resistance. But he, and the villagers of Pomtra get 
killed in the process of waging a Holy War (12th March 1974). 


Only a meagre group of unfortunates, carrying new-born babies and little children 
on their backs, succeed to flee by swimming their way out from the Meikong 
river and onto the Kampung Sham city. 





On 20th November 1974, over 3,500 more villagers are executed in the Bang Purval, 
a section of Thung Khmum in Kampung Sham. The executees wanted to carry out an 
assaseination plan to wipe out their tormenting detainers, the Reds. 


But discovery of their assassination plan leads to their immediate execution. 
Five persone who managed to flee and out of range of the executions are: 


1) Abdul Rahman, Teacher, 37. 
2) Mohammad Yahya Fisherman, 24. 
3) Abdullah Idris Pisherman 37. 
4) Noah Lemail Trader, 35. 

5) Abmad Noah, student, 17. 


On 30th November 1974, another uprising similar to other preceding revolts took 
place in the Kandall state (Keum area). Of those martyred was imam Idris Sulei- 
man, 54. 


Shortly after, on 13th December 1974, Moslems of Kampung Tum state (Bari area) 
lead a typical, spontaneous uprising. Scores of women in the area participate 
in the uprising. The crushing of rewolt is merciless. The task a sacred one 
but bound to continue. 


The uprisings are led but crushed. Religious echolare and teachers are executed 
and imprisoned. The cycle of torture goes on. Notoriety prevails without any 
consideration of human values.

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AGRICULTURAL MINISTRY ISSUES RICE PLANTING GUIDELINES 
BK220527 Vientiane Domestic Service in Lao 0000 GMT 20 May 41 


[Guidelines issued by the Ministry of Agriculture, Forestry and Irrigation on 
scoring achievements in the 1981 agricultural production season--dated 1] May) 


(Text) In order to effectively implement the 22 April 1981 Instruction 

No 67/S.P.L.T. of the Council of Ministers on the effective implementation of 
the agricultural production plan for the 19861 rainy season so as to fulfill 
the targets, thus scoring new greater victories, the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Forestry and Irrigation has issued the following guidelines to all provinces 
in carrying out certain important tasks: 


1. The Problem Relating to Production Plans 


Each province must review and reexamine its own agricultural production plan 
for this year. If necessary, this plan must be modified and revised so that 
it is realistic and takes into consideration prevailing conditions. At the 
same time, a plan must be devised to supply farm tools, crop seeds and trans- 
port vehicles to each district and production base in a timely manner. 


2. The Problem of Soil Preparation 


The preparation of soil in a timely manner and in accordance with scientific 
principles will increase production output by 10 to 15 percent. At the 

same time, it will result in saving time, labor and capital as well as 
require less effort in destroying weeds and crop pests. Presently, ricefields 
in several localities have sufficient water for irrigation, and the soil is 
becoming soft. Therefore, local administrations should mobilize the people 
to plow these ricefields so as to dry the soil in the sun and then submerge 

it under water to destroy weeds and crop pests. The initial plowing of these 
ricefields must be completed by 25 June at the latest. Then, the soil can 

be repeatedly harrowed before rice seedlings are transplanted. 


3}. The Problem of Crop Seeds 
Crop seeds are also an important factor in agricultural production. Each 


locality should have good crop seeds for planting. There are certain types 
of improved rice seeds which are suitable to the climate in each particular 
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locality and which have high yields. The selection of suitable crop seeds 
for each type of soil and the timely planting of seedlings will result in 
increased productivity. Correct caleulations in planting rice seedlings 
for a certain acreage will prevent unnecessary losses. 


4. The Problem of Soil and Fertilizer 


At present, the soil in each locality in our country is obviously losing its 
fertile quality. Ae a result, production efficiency has gradually declined, 
The reason for this decline in soil quality is that we have never paid close 
attention to improving it. If we want to increase production efficiency, we 
must pay special attention to improving soil quality. One thing we can 

do presently to improve our soil is to mobilize the people in all localities 
to collect organic fertilizer from their living quarters and animal pens 

to be put into their ricefielde. At the same time, they should be urged to 
cut as much grass and weeds as posrible and dump them in the ricefields as 
fertilizer. Inorganic fertilizers should be used only in areas selected as 
first-class intensive agricultural ricefields. Irrigated ricefields belonging 
to agricultural cooperatives are reserved for planting certain improved rice 
yields. If irrigational conditions are unfavorable, no chemical fertilizer 
should be used in these ricefields because it will be a waste of fertilizer 
and time. 





5. The Problem of Sowing of Rice Seeds for Seedlings 


All localities should begin sowing rice seeds for seedlings immediately. 
Locations selected for sowing rice seeds must be on flat land and near water 
sources, and must be fenced in to prevent livestock from destroying the 
seedlings. Between two and three kilos of organic fertilizer should be used 
per square meter of an area reserved for sowing rice seeds. After the land 
is plowed, it should be left in the sun for 15 days and then submerged under 
water. Then, the land can be harrowed. After harrowing, the surface of the 
land should be leveled by a long bamboo pole for easier care in the future. 
The sowing of rice seeds for seedlings should be done on several rice 
seedling beds--each one of which should be 3 meters wide. 


As for the ratio of the amount of rice seedlings per acre of rice field, an 
estimated 35 kilos of local seedling rice or 40 kilos of improved rice yield 
should be used. At present, farmers of all nationalities in each locality 
have several types of seedling rice for transplanting. These seedling rice 
yields include short-life rice, medium-aged rice and long-aged rice whose 
ages range from 90 to 1530 days. In accordance with scientific principles, 
short-life rice and improved rice yields should be used for transplant ing 
in ricefields located at the edge of a village, where the soil is fertile, 
and irrigated ricefields. This is to increase productivity and allow for 
a timely growing of early rice on the same plot of land in the coming dry 
season. As for ordinary ricefields, where the soil is not rich, as well as 
in those ricefields in the highlands, the short-life and medium-aged rice 
yields should be used. As for (?terraced) and hard soil ricefields, the 
long-aged rice yield should be used. 





A timetable for sowing rice seeds cannot be fixed. This timetable is subject 
to prevailing climatic conditions in each locality. It is generally believed, 
however, that the sowing of rice seeds for the improved rice yield should be 
done between 5 and 30 June. As for the local rice yields, the sowing should 
be done between 20 June and 20 July. Im the case of local rice yields which 
must be transplanted on terraced and hard soil ricefields, the sowing should 
be done early as in the past. The right age of rice seedlings for the 
improved rice yield is between 20 and 25 days, and for the local rice yields 
between 25 and 30 days. In order to acquire seedling rice for transplanting 
in accordance with ite right age, a timetable for the sowing of rice seeds 
must be appropriately outlined on the basis that it requires one person to 
spend between 20 and 25 days to transplant rice seedlings on a hectare of 
ricefield. Therefore, the amount of seedling rice for sowing for each period 
must be computed from available labor in each locality so as to allow the 
transplanting to be completed in a timely manner. 


6. The Problem of Transplanting 


One of the factors contributing to the current decline in rice productivity 

in our country is because the margin of the transplanting scale is too wide, 
resulting in considereble losses to planting areas. In practice, the margin 
between each rice plant transplanted from the seedlings of short-life and 
improved rice yields should be between 20 and 25 centimeters. As for the 
transplanting of seedlings of other types of rice yields in infertile ricefields, 
the planting margin should not be too narrow or too wide. Accordingly, the 
planting margin of the seedlings of the medium-aged and long-aged rice on 
fertile soil must be narrow. Therefore, it is necessary to advise the people 
in each locality to adopt a correct planting margin in accordance with the 
local requirements. The margin should not be too wide as in the past. Care 
must be exercised to plant only three or four rice sprouts for each hole if 
they are the seedlings from the improved rice yield whose age is between 

20 and 25 days, and only four or five sprouts for each hole from the seedlings 
of the local rice yield whose age is between 25 and 30 days. If the age 

of these seedlings is too old, the number of sprouts in each hole may be 
increased. 


7. The Problem of Water 


We have not been able thus far to control nature and water sources in our 
country. As a result, crop cultivation in our country still relies on rain 
water. This year, it rained very early in several areas. The rainy season, 
however, may end sooner than usual. Moreover, a shortage of water may prevail 
in the middle period of the current production season. Therefore, to guarantee 
that we have a sufficient water suppiy for farming throughout the season, 

all localities must immediately mobilize the people to repair irrigation canals, 
dikes, weirs and feeding ditches to keep rain water for urgent use in the future. 
Water pumps and fuel oil must be sufficiently reserved for emergency use. 
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8. The Problem of Caring for Rice Crop 


After the planting of rice, farmers should be urged to inspect their ricefields 
every day. Dikes must be well kept and weeds growing on these dikes must be 
destroyed. If any crop peste or insects are detected in large numbers, an 
urgent report must be sent to specialized cadres concerned so the pests can 

be promptly ewadicated. After the planting between 20 and 25 days, weeds 

must be cut and destroyed. Then, more organic fertilizer should be put into 
the fields to nourish rice plants. Weeds should be cut and destroyed again 
after between 40 and 45 days of planting. 


9. The Problem of Harvesting 


Generally speaking, between 10 and 15 percent of rice output is damaged or lost 
due to improper harvesting. Therefore, before harvesting, rice ears must be 
carefully inspected. If between 70 and 80 percent of rice seeds on these ears 
are ripening, harvesting can begin immediately. Cut rice gars must be 
immediately brought to a threshing area. The harvesting of short-life or 
improved rice ears must be carried out quickly while there is still rain or 
water in the ricefields, and the cut rice ears must be taken immediately to 

the threshing area. 


If this guideline is closely observed and implemented by all localities, the 
rice output of the 1981 rainy season will meet production targets, thus 
scoring a glorious victory for our country.

‘DAWN’ COMMENTS ON ISRAELI RAID ON LRAQ

[Editorial: "An Act of International Brigandage") 


[Text] The unprovoked attack by Israeli jets on the nuclear complex at 

Osirak near Baghdad is plainly an act of war. The Israeli claim that its 

F-16 fighter planes have "totally destroyed" the Iraqi nuclear reactor 

under construction near Baghdad is nothing if not an admission of an act 

of international brigandage. Although the extent of the damage is not yet 
definitely known, the attack mounted by Israel in blatant and arrogant 

defiance of all norms of international law must shock all peace-loving people 
the world over. Pakistan has strongly condemned the Israeli aggression and 
appealed to the international community to take effective measures to prevent 
Israel from threatening peace and stability of its neighbors with impunity. 
Were such acts to be condoned by the world community, they could establish 

a dangerous precedent for governments wanting to punish a rival state. Such 
moves to destroy economic installations of neighboring countries could 
seriously endanger the peace and stability of a whole region. Given the 
war-like posture adopted by Israel vis-a-vis its Arab neighbors and its 
continuing aggression against the Palestinians, be they in Lebanon or on 

the West Bank Israeli attacks on targets in Lebanon have, regrettably, ceased 
to evoke any strong condemnation from major Western capitals. This has, no 
doubt, encouraged Mr Begin's government to expand the area of Israeli aggres- 
sion and mobilize its war machine for further acts of adventurism of the kind 
it resorted to on Sumday. The plain fact is that Israel could not have mounted 
the attack on Baghdad without the advantage of having the most sophisticated 
war planes, the American-supplied F-l6s. It is important to recall here that 
in an identical case when Turkey was found to have used Amer ican-supplied 
weapons in the Cyprus war, the U.S. Government acted promptly to put an embargo 
on all arms deliveries to that country. Such a response seems unlikely in the 
present instance, knowing the strong influence of the Israeli lobby on the 
capitol hill and in the U.S. administration itself. Although the United States 
has expressed its “utmost concern” and described the bombing as a "very serious 
development," such verbal reprimands really do not mean much for the Israelis 
as long as they continue to enjoy the military, political, economic and 
diplomatic support from Washington and other Western allies and patrons.

tor attack on lerael is no more than a ruse to justify ite unprovoked action. 
The announcement made by lerael ia in iteelf full of contradictions. On the 
one hand, it declared that bombs were already in che process of being manu- 
factured and were planned to be used next month. On the other hand, the 
radio broadcast said that the installation was bombed now because it had 

yet to go into operation and no leraeli government would have bombed the 
reactor after it was operative since that would cause deaths of civilians 

as @ consequence of the spread of radioactivity. While Israel's protestation 
of concern for the welfare of Iraqi civilians is but a cruel joke, it is 
equally plain that Israel is trying to appeal to the “nonproliferation” senti- 
ments of the Western countries to win their sympathy. If, in spite of the 
contradictions, Israel's statement is to be taken at ite face value, Mr Begin 
would be hard put to explain why two years ago the Mossad (the Israeli 
intelligence) opted to destroy the reactor core by a skillfully placed bomb 
even before it was shipped to Iraq from France. Did Mr Begin have foreknowledge 
of alleged Iraqi plans to build bombs to destroy Israel even before the reactor 
had actually been acquired? Perhaps Mr Begin has chosen not to remember that 
[rag has signed and ratified the nonproliferation treaty and it already 
possesses a Soviet IRT-2000 research reactor. Given the fact that its oil 
reserves would soon be running out, it is entirely plausible that Iraq's 
nuclear program is geared to its future energy requirement. 


Moreover, Israe]) hardly has the credentials to act as a guarantor of nuclear 
nonproliferation. Having refused to sign the nonproliferation treaty itself, 
it has been using its nuclear reactor in the Negev Desert *o carry out research 
on nuclear weapons. Its nuclear collaboration with South Africa is an open 
secret and it is well known that in September 1979 Israel exploded a nuclear 
device in the Atlantic Ocean with Pretoria's cooperation. The Western media 
has for quite some time been writing about the two hushedup incidents in which 
Israel clandestinely obtained over 98 kg of enriched uranium. It is also well 
known that Israel has been secretly amassing a nuclear arsenal of 27 A-bombs. 
Having its own stockpile of nuclear weapons, Israel's attack on Iraq on the 
pretext of safeguarding nonproliferation is a crude attempt at hoodwinking 
world opinion. 


However, the precision bombing by Israel also carries a message for the Arabs. 
Although the Zionist entity's blatant disregard for international law is to be 
attributed largely to the protection and patronage it enjoys from some powerful 
Western countries, it cannot be overlooked that Israel also derives encourage- 
ment from some of the Arab weaknesses. The Iraq-Iran war, the disarray in the 
Arab ranks, the lingering war in Lebanon and the division caused by the 

Camp David process have no daubt strengthened Israel's capacity for pursuing 
its aggressive and expanionist designs with virtual impunity. Sunday's 
incident will evidently have an impact on Mr Philip Habib's mission to defuse 
the crisis in Lebanon. This could lead to new tensions in the region. At no 
other time has the need been so urgent for the Arabs to close their ranks 

and develop a capacity for united and effective action against the Israeli menace 
as now.

RESULTS OF ZHAO ZIYANG VISIT APPROVED

(Text) Premier Zhao Ziyang's 4-day visit to Pakistan came at a crucial time 
in the international politics of South-west Asia. Although the friendship 
between islamabad and Beijing is of long standing and has stood the test of 
time, exchanges of visits at the highest level have their own importance. 

They promote further underetanding, consolidate the bases of friendship and, — 
above all, by reaffirming the depth of the relationship, they let the world 
know that these ties continue to constitute a vital force in the politics 

of the region. Mr Zhao's visit had a further significance. The first Chinese 
premier to visit Pakistan since Zhou En-Lai came to this country over 

16 years ago, Mr Zhao Ziyang, by paying a visit at this juncture, has, in a 
way, emphasized the importance the People's Republic of China attaches to 
Pakistan with which it is linked with ties based on the principles of good 
neighborliness and peaceful coexistence. 


One of the factors which has contributed to the close friendship between 
Islamabad and Beijing is their shared perception of the problems of the region 
and world politics. For decades, the two countries have held identical views 
on issues of importance in international affairs. During his stay here, 

Mr Zhao reaffirmed, on a number of occasions, China's support for Pakistan's 
independence and sovereignty. He upheld this country's right to strengthen 

its defense against aggression. Coming at a time when the situation in 
Afghanistan has created the compulsion for Pakistan to enhance its defense 
preparedness, such support from China is most timely and reassuring. Moreover, 
it should strengthen Pakistan's hand in dealing with its security needs when 

a power in the region has questioned its right to acquire arms for its security. 
Un the Afghan issue, too, the Chinese share an identity of perception with 
Pakistan. Mr Zhao described the foreign military intervention in Afghanistan 
as a threat to Pakistan's security. The Chinese prime minister aso called 

for the withdrawal of Soviet troops from Afghanistan, the restoration of the 
nonaligned status of that country, the return of the Afghan refugees to 

their homeland and the freedom of the Afghans to decide their future. This 

is consistent with the position that Pakistan has adopted on the Afghan issue. 
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Apart from Afghanistan, other iesues which came under discussion during Mr Zhao 
Ziyang’s talke with President Ziaul Haq were bilateral relations between the 
two countries and regional tesues. China's close friendship with Pakistan 

is regarded as a fundamental pillar of Lelamabad's foreign policy. Mr Zhao's 
vieic will no doubt further reinforce the close cooperation between the two 
neighbors in the economic, social and cultural fields. Their trade ties 
have been growing over the years. The protocols they conclude annually for 
barter and border trade envisage an ever-increasing volume of commercial 
exchanges. China has also extended valuable economic assistance to Pakistan 
in the shape of grante and credits on very favorable term. The Karakoram 
Highway, the heavy mechanical complex at Taxila and the 220-kv transmission 
line trom Tarbela to Wah symbolize the growing cooperation between the two 
countries. Mr Zhao's visit will no doubt give a fillip to these relations. 


On regional iseves, China has adopted a positive stand which should reinforce 
Pakistan's position in the region. In his banquet speech, President Zia spoke 
of Pakistan's search for peace and security in South Asia and its policy of 
normalization of relations with India. It is significant that Premier Zhao 
expressed the hope that the countries of South Asia would be able to settle 
their differences free from outside interference and through consultations 

on an equal basis. He appreciated Pakistan's efforts in that direction. In 
the context of the Chinese foreign minister's forthcoming visit to India and 
the Indian foreign minister's visit to Pakistan next week, Mr Zhao's emphasis 
on peace and harmony in South Asia ie fully in accord with Pakistan's 
approach in the matter.

{Text} The Bangladesh President Maj Gen Ziaur Rahman was assassinated this 
morning in Ghittagong. He was 45. But at the time of this writing no official 
statement has been iseved on his assassination. However, a foreign news agency 
has reported that he was assassinated at 0400, 


7iaur Rahman aseumed power in 1977, after the pro-Indian military coup led 

by Brig Gen Mohammad Ashraf failed. Initially, he took office as chief martial 
law administrator, but later ran the risk of restoring a democratic government. 
Ziaur Rahman not only introduced a presidential system of government but also 
ran in the presidential election, defeating by a great majority of votes under 
the new constitution General Usmani, the commander of the so-called Mugtibahini 
force. Ziaur Rahman also held elections for the parliament and worked for the 
revival of the economy and a solution to the complicated problems of the country. 
It is ironic that he was assassinated in the same town where he had started his 
rebellion against Pakistan in 1971. 


The revival of the Islamic identity in Bangladesh and the improvement of relations 
with Pakistan and other Islamic countries had already started after the murder 

of the Indian agent Sheikh Mujibur Rahman in 1975, but the effort which the 

then president of the country Mushtaq Ahmad Khundkar had started to free his 
country from the Indian grip was further developed by Ziaur Rahman during his 
regime. in order to improve relations with Pakistan Ziaur Rahman visited 
Islamabad. He also worked for improving relations with other Muslim countries. 


When the Soviet Union began its direct aggression against Afghanistan in 
December 1979 Bangladesh was one of the countries that voted for a resolution 
condemning the Soviet move at the UN General Assembly meetings in January 1980. 


Later, when the Islamic foreign ministers conference was held in Islamabad, 
Bangladesh supported the idea of such a conference. Pakistan had also viewed 
with approval euch attitudes of Ziaur Rahman's government. At the At-Taif 
conference of Muslim countries Bangladesh was not only elected vice president 
but was made a member of the mission appointed to bring peace between Iran and 
Iraq. Only a few days before the assassination, Ziaur Rahman visited Iran and 
Iraq as a member of the peace mission. 





The lose in influence over Bangladesh that India suffered after the murder 
of Sheikh Mujibur Rahman is a well-known fact. Delhi rulers have ever since 
been trying to make good that loss. It was only during the government of 
Morarji Desai that India hed somewhat stayed her hand from interfering in 
neighboring countries including Bangladesh. But when Mre Indira Gandhi once 
more took power in January 1980 Delhi renewed its expansionist policy with 
renewed vigor. In this context not only was Sheikh Mujibur Rahman's daughter, 
Haseena Sheikh, made president of the Awami League Party, but she was also 
given a sum of 45 million rupees, which had been deposited in the accounts 
of Sheikh Mu‘ibur Rahman and the late Mulana Bhashani in Indian banks. At 
the beginning of this month Haseena Sheikh arrived in Dacca claiming to take 
revenge or ‘‘e murderers of her father--the assassination of President 

Ziaur Rahoow must have been the first link in this chain of revenge. 
According to many circles, Ziaur Rahman made a fatal mistake when he allowed 
Haseena Sheikh to return to Bangladesh--and the fears of these circles were 
proved to be correct. 





Now, although the vice president, Mr Justice Abdus Sattar, has taken over as 
the president of Bangladesh, the pro-Indian elements will try to increase 
their influence over the troubled situation in Bangladesh. Regardless, 

the whole Muslim world and Pakistan feel aggrieved at the assassination of 
Gen Ziaur Rahman and have called the incident a grave tragedy for Bangladesh 
as well as for the entire Muslim world. Although it will not be long before 
the effects of this assassination will become known to the world, still 
Pakistan will continue to pray for the welfare of Bangladesh.

ARMS SEIZED--Quetta, May 29--The police, after an armed encounter with the 
outlaws, have hauled up a big quantity of illegal arms and ammunition, in- 
cluding over 500 dynamites, from a car on the Zhob-Loralai road last night.

PUNJAB OLL DISCOVERY--APP--The federal minister for petroleum and natural 
resources, Maj Gen Rao Farman Ali (ret), disclosed in Karachi yesterday that 
test drilling of oil well at Fim Kassar, near Chakwal in the Punjab, had been 
successful. Talking to newsmen informally, he said that the exact quantity 
of oil to be produced from that well would be known later. Replying to a 
question, the minister said study on Dhodhak field would be completed this 
month. He said that condensate had been discovered in Dhodhak. He said that 
trom the study of the Dhodhak field, it could be known how much liquefied 
petroleum gas could be extracted from gas. He expressed the hope that 

40 million cubic feet of gas per day could be available from that field. 

He further disclosed that Pirkoh gas field is being connected with [word 
indistinct] gas. Rig has already reached the site and drilling will start. 
He said that funds for the project would be available in December next from 
the Asian Development Bank. The project would take 1 to 2 years time for 
implementation. Rao Farman Ali said that the government had set a target of 
drilling 30 wells every year. As regards the import of petroleum, the minister 
said that with increasing demand, its import was rising. During the current 
fiscal year, the import bill on this count was $1.3 billion. Next year, the 
figures would go up to $1.4 billion, he said.

The governor, while referring to working of local bodies in the 
province, said that provincial council had provided an effective liaison 
between the government and people and added that it had successfully served

PRC, IRAN IMPORTS--The People's Repubic of China has emerged as the single 
largest buyer of Pakistani goods during the current fiscal year and imported 
items worth about $321 million in the first 9 months of 1980-81. According 
to an official study, exports to China during July 1980 to March this year, 
constituted about 15 percent of the total foreign exchange earnings amounting 
to more than $2 billion. The spurt in exports to China during the current 
fiscal year has been attributed to the bulk purchase of raw cotton during 
1980-81. During the 9 months of last fiscal year, Pakistan had exported 
goods worth about $113 million to China which constituted 6.4 percent of 
total export earnings of $1.77 billion. The study reveals that Iran was

Text] Mr Phisan Mulasaisathon, the undersecretary of the Ministry 
of Interior, disclosed the new plan of the communist terrorists in a 
book entitled "Muang Prasan Ban, Ban Prasan Pa, Yuthasat 3 Khet 
Khong Phak Communist seen Prathet Thai" [The City Is Linked to the 
Village, the Village Is Linked to the Jungle -- the Three Region 
Military Strategy of the Communist Party of Thailand], the important 
points of which are summarized as follows: 


Implementing things in accord with the new tactics of the communist 
terrorists, armed forces at the village, commune, district, 
provincial and regional levels will be established. Those who will 
join these Chorayut units include youths who have be led@ astray. 
After having been trained with weapons by the terrorists, they will 
be sent back to their native regions, which is different from the 
strategy that was used before. Thus, after be trained and 
receiv weaspons training, jungle military units will be formed. 
These new forces of the terrorists will help blockade areas and 
help the main forces of the terrorists, which are stationed in the 
various areas. 


In addition to establishing these forces, the terrorists are also 
forming united fronts at all levels in order to gain information, 
expand mass activities and provide support concerning war materials. 
These united fronts will be composed of people from various occupa- 
tional groups who can form a relationship with the village 
committees, which are the administrative organizations of the 
terrorists and which are also efficient. 


As for defense, the undersecretary of the yn of Interior 
stated that things must be carried Sut in two periods, that is, 
there is the short-term defense plan and the long-term plan. In 





particular, to destroy the communists, their political ideals 

must be destroyed and public relations activities must be carried 
on so that the people become aware of the new plan of the communist 
terrorists.

United Fronts Provide Support

Text | The director-general of the Department of Local Administration 
as admitted that, at present, there are communist party united 
fronts in Bangkok that are definitely carrying on activities. However, 
it is not known how many people are involved. 


Mr Chalong Kalayanamit, the director-general of the Department of 
Local Administration, stated that the united fronts of the CPT are 
responsible for mobilizing the masses, seeking information and 
sending provisions and various types of equipment, particularily 
radio receivers and communications equipment, to their compatriots 
in the jungle. As for why the united fronts of the CPT have had 

to move into Bangkok, it seems that the support that the CPT once 
received from Kampuchea and Laos has been cut off and, therefore, 
they have had to send people into the city who are responsible for 
sending forces and support. 


Mr Chalong revealed that based or reports and on information obtained 
from questioning people who have surrendered to government 

officials, it has been learned that, at present, the forces of the 
CPT in the northeast are much weaker than before and that there 

have been creat losses. 


As for attacks on government installations in the past period, for 
example in Warichaphum District in Sakon Nakhon Province and in 
Loeng Noktha District in Yasothon Province, these have been actions 





aimed at improving their morale and at showing that they still have 
strength, which are psychological operations for the people. 


The director-general of the Department of Local Administration 
stated that the attacks of the communist terrorists on government 
installations, including police stations, does not mean that the 
terrorists have influence over the area or that they can control 
the entire area. This is because the activities of the communist 
terrorists in this region are carried out in the form of mobile 
actions, which can be compared to the activities of thieves, who 
can steal the goods in the house of the director-general of the 
police Department or of the commander in chief of the army by 
waiting for when the owner of the house becomes careless. Most of 
the forces of the communist terrorists operate in this region, Mr 
Chalong stated that there is only one group and they have attacked 
at various points in several provinces. Thus, sometimes it seems 
as if the communist terrorists have several different forces. 


Mr Chalong affirmed that, concerning the activities of the CPT, 

at present, their tactics have changed from "the jungle encircling 
the city” to operating in the plains. Thus, wited fronts of the 
CPT in the cities have increased in number. Concerning a reporter's 
question about why the leaders of the CPT who have been arrested 
have not been kept under arrest, the director-general of the 
vepartment of Lewal Administration stated that it is a high-level 
policy to grant clemency. That is, those who have erred are to be 
aiven a chance to return and be good citizens in order to serve 
the country. This is because, if these people are viewed as being 
evil and they are not allowed to live in society, this will force 
them into the jungle again.

_Editorials “Flight of Thais -- A Problem That Must Be Solved 
Quickly" | 


[Text | From the standpoint of the Thai government, the return of the 
Thai Muslims, who are gradually returning to Thailand, is considered 
aS one conclusion to the matter. The latest report on 22 April stated 
that 11 more Thai Muslim families had returned to their homes. 
Government officials sent milffary vehicles to pick them up and 
provided them with good protection, At the same time, Thai officials 
in Betong District asked the villagers in Thailand to help persuade 
their fellow villagers in the refugee camps in Malaysia to return 
too. 


No one ever thought that Thai Muslims in Thailand would become 
refugees living Malaysia. This is because no one knew that the 
situation in the four southern provinces would become so bad that 
Thais would have to flee their country. 


We feel that, regardless of whether the thing that caused the Thai 
Muslims to flee to Malaysia was real or just rumor, what has 
happened has not only damaged the prestige of the country but it has 
also affected the nation’s security. Therefore, it is essential that 
the Thai government conduct an investigation to find out the truth 
about why the Thai Muslims left the country and then correct things 
immediately. The problems must net be solved using psychological 
methods, which cannot get at the root of the problem, 


Besides this, we would like to warn the Thai government to be aware 
of the actions of other countries that do not have good intentions 
toward Thailand. They may have played a role in causing this flight 
of refugees. 


But the important problems that the government must really find a 
way to solve are the problem of terrorism in the south and the 
problem of oppression by government officials who are presently 
threatening the Thai Muslims, 





The problems mentioned here have existed for a long time but no Thai 
government has ever really tried to solve them, 


The methods, political, educational and social, that the government 
is now using to make the Thai Muslims feel that they are really 
Thais are being implemented well but the problem that seems 
incapable of be solved is the problem of oppression by various 
officials, both civilian and military. It frequently happens that 
they cause great trouble for the Thal Muslims in the south. These 
actions may or may not have been intentional but the result has 


been to make the Thai Muslims feel that they are second-class 
citizens in the country. 


The efforts of the government to make these people feel that they 


ire Thais have been harmed and this has caused the Thai Muslims to 
to uncertain about their safety. 


Thus, we again urge the government to qucikly solve this problem; 
otherwise, Thai Muslims may again flee the country in the future 
and future moves will certainly not be the result of rumors.

Be Pulled From the Mouths of the Investors" |] 


pest J The government gazette, volume 98, section 20, 4 February 
981, printed an important announcement which is thought to be the 
"starting point" in solving the economic and social problems. But it 
is not certain whether or not it is now too late to solve the 
problems. We must wait and see. But this question is asked every 
day and in all the places and villages that the announcement 
referred to as the "poverty areas" of the country. 


These “poverty areas” are located in 37 provinces, 216 districts 
and 30 subdistricts. Most are in the northeast -- 16 provinces, 129 
districts and 18 subdistricts. In the north they are in 16 
provinces, 65 districts and seven subdisgricts. In the south, five 
prowinces, 22 districts and five subdistricts. 


Target areas for rural development have been stipulated in accord 
with the Fifth National Development Plan so that the government 
sectors can prepare budgets and projects for these areas quickly and 
on target. These areas are regarded as being of great importance 
_for the following reasons]: The people in the areas that have been 
named as poverty areas of the country will have a better life and 
will be able to help themselves more and solve their own problems 
as much as possible, centers will be set up in the villages for 
people who lack food, there will be centers for hiring cattle and 
buffaloes for farming, there will be enough drinking water, fuel 
and fertilizer, drug and medical supply funds will be established 
in the villages, agricultural courts will be set up to settle land 
disputes and the quality of education in the localities [will be 
improved]. The important thing is to provide credit in order to 
by-pass more of the middlemen and reduce the influence of these 
middlemen as much as possible. 














Concerning the influence of the middlemen and investors in these 
localities, this is thought to be the "cause" of the poverty of the 
people in the rural areas, 


No one can deny that, at present, the gap between the people in 
these localities is widening daily and providing an opening for 
opportunists to come in and “make friends" easily. 


The government sees the problem and realizes that it must be 
solved, 


This plan for developin the poverty areas must be aimed at the 
heart of the main problem -- completely destroying the influence of 
the merchants and investors. When the people do not have leeches 
waiting to such their blood, theyywill have a much better chance 
to help themselves and they will certainly have the chance to again 
become “whole people." 


What are the "daily lives" of the people in the poverty areas and 
of the farmers like? 


They live "from day to day" and they live in order to make money to 
pay their debts. They give everything to the investors and this 
goes on without end because these are debts that*cannot be paid off 
completely. They keep accumulating year after year and they may be 
passed on from father to son or even to the sons’ son, 


There are some very alarming figures. 


The Office of the National Economic and Social Development Board 
has disclosed [ figures] that clearly show /the burden of the 
farmers. They must bear the burden of having to pay great sums in 
interest on loans made from the investors, addi 69 baht per rai 
to production costs. the cost of send, fectiiicer and 
insecticide and labor costs are lower than the interest paid to the 
investors. 


Listen to the cries of the farmers...who were interviewed by 
Suwanni Samrongwattana and Sarasan Kanchanaphirom from the Office 

of the National Bconomic and Social Development Board. What did they 
have to say? And what about their bitterness from the [actions] of 
the investors? 


Mrs Sangwen Suwannarag, age 46, a farmer from Saento Village in 
Saento Commune, Khanuwonlaksaburi District, Kamphaengphet Province, 
answered as follows: 


Question: How many rai of farmland do you have here and does it 
belong to you or do you rent it? 
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Answer: There are 10 rai. The land is mine. I inherited it from my 
parents more than 10 years ago. 


Question: How much rice did you produce this year and what type 
did you grow? 


Answer: I planted 10 rai and harvested 6 kwien [1 kwien equals 
2,000 liters]. I used the Luang Prathan variety, 


Question: How many children do you have? Do your children help 
harvest the rice? 


Answer: I have four children. The two eldest are men who drive 
buses to the markets. The middle c 1d is a girl who is harvesting 
the rice here. The youngest stays at home, Usually I hire laborers 
to do the harvesting. I pay them 35 baht per day. They work from 
0800 to 1700 hours, 


Question: How much can one laborer harvest? 


Answers One laborer can harvest over 400 square meters (but not 
over 800 square meters). 


Question: Will you keep 5 kwien for consumption or will you sell it? 
Answer: I have already sold 2 kwien to merchants at the market, 
Question: How much do you get per kwien? 

Answer: I sell it for 3,500 baht per kwien. At the time I sold my 
rice the price of rice was going up and so I asked for 3,600 baht 
but he gave me 3,500 baht. 

Question: How much did you sell it for last year? 

Answer: I sold it for 2,500 baht per kwien. The rice yield was not 


good last year because of the drought. The yield was only a little 
more than 5 kwien. 


Question: Do you have irrigation water here? 


Answer: No. But there is aman named Narong who pumps water. He 
pumps the water from the Ping River. His charge for the water was 

9 tang [1 tang equals 20 liters] per rai because it rained this 
year. But in drought years he charges:14 tang per rai. In this area, 
every family pays for their water. 
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Question: Deo you have any other land in addition to these 10 rai? 


Anawer: I own only the 10 rai but I rent another 30 rai, 


Question: How much are you charged for the 30 rai and how much do 
you produce? 


Answer: I pay (the equivalent of) 3 kwien in rent. I pay them in 
cash. I produce about 12 kwien,. 


Question: In this area, do many people rent fields’ 
Answer: Do many people rent fields? 
Answer: Every family rents land, 


Question: Does the land over there (referring to across the rvad) 
give a good yield? 


Answer: The yield there is not good because of the iack of water. 
But the ydeld was good there this year because there was adequate 
rain. 


Question: This year you harvested 6 kwien from your own fields and 
another 9 kwien from the rented fields for a total of 15 kwien. 
You should have a lot of money left. 
Answer: No, because I have large debts. I plan to Keep about 

kwien for consumption and for seed. The rest will be used to pay 
off the debts. 
Question: Whom are you in debt to and how much do you owe? 


Answer: I owe two people, an investor at the market and a man in 


slokbat Commune. I owe them a total of 40,000 baht. 

Juestion: The government is paying 3,500 baht per kwien so you 
hould be able to pay off all your debts this year. 

Answer: I won't be able to pay off all but I will be able to pay 
ff some of the debts and this is better than previous years. 


Question: Would you tell me why you are in debt? 


nswer: @ reason that I am in debt is because 4 to 5 years ago 
there was a severe droucht and all the rice died. The thousands of 


baht that I had invested was lost and so to piant a new crop I had 
t row money. Tne money I borrowed was used both for investment 
a! for @Galiliy iifeé. 


Question: Would you tell me what your life was like earlier? How 
many rai of fields did you have? 


Answer: My home used to be in Manorom District in Chainat. Over 

10 years ago my parents left me 10 rai and so I moved here. At 
first, I did not owe anyone anything because the yields were —— 
But 4 or 5 years ago there were severe droughts and all the rice 
died. I have been in debt ever since. After the drought, I . ented 
iO more rai of fields in order to pay off the debts faster. 


Question: How much interest do you pay on the debts? 


Answer: I pay the investor at the market 3 percent and the merchant 
in Salokbat 6 percent. I took the 3 percent loan a long time ago. 
He hase a lot of land. If a person does not pay their interest on 
time, he takes all their land. 


Question: Have many people lost their land? 


Answer: Many have. When they lose their land, they do not move 
anywhere. They have to rent the land the’ once owned, 


Question: After paying for the water and labor, is there any money 
left? 


Answer: Water costs 9 tang per rai. People have to be hired to do 
the planting and harvesting and this costs a lot. The money to hire 
people must be borrowed and so its impossible to get out of debt. 
If there is a drought, things become difficult. As for the interest, 
those who loan money are “hard” people. If you pay back the 
principal but still owe them interest, they consider the interest 
as unpaid principal. I owed 5,000 baht. I paid back the 5,000 baht 
but still owed about 2,000 to 3,000 baht in interest. They con- 
Sidered the interest as principal and charged interest on this and 
so I could never pay it all off. When I paid the 2,000 to 3,000 
baht, 1 still owed them the interest on this and so they charged 
interest on this again, 


Question: Why don't you try to join an agricultural cooperative or 
borrow from the Thai Farmers’ Bank since the interest rate is low? 
Answer: bon't they use large sums of money? Farmers are ignorant and 
really don't understand things. To borrow anything you have to 
follow a group. You can only borrow if you know some people. 


Question: Are there farmers who are wealthy? 

Answer: I have not seen any. They are very poor. It takes about 4 
years of good weather before a person can get out of debt. Some 

ears the harvests are good and some are bad and so it is impossible
